Sections 1 and 2, of an act to regulate 
primary elections and to protect the 
same from fraud, approved February 
6,1683, reads as folio we: 


SECTION 1—Auy committee or body 


authorized^by tbe rules of customs of 
a political association, organization, or 
party to cull elections, of or for such 
association, organization, or party, in 
calling funh election, shall at the lime 
of makiuic the call, adopt a resolution 
which shall tot forth: 


First.—That a primary election will 


bo held giving tbe time when, and tbe 
place or places where «uch election 
will be held, and the hours between 
which tha polls shall be kept open. 


Second.—The names of the perron 


to constilate the Election Board at 
each polling place. 


If the person uimerl by the commit- 


tee be not present, or decline to nerve, 
tben such oBljera phall be appointed 
as provided by the election law of thix 
State. 


Third.—Tbe objaot for 
which the 


»-lection ia called. 


Fourth.—The qualiBciUon required 


for voters in addition to tho^e pre- 
scribed by the election lawn of tins 
State. 


SEC &--The notice of the election 


shall contain a copy of tbe resolution 
and be signed by the Secretary of the 
Committee or body, and be published 
ft least oue week prior to tte time 
fixed for tbe election, in some news- 
paper published in the nearest pre 
cmct thereto in the county, or shall 
be conspicuously posted in tliree pub- 
lic places in the precinct where &ncb 
election ia to be held at least one week 
prior to the time fixed for such elec- 
tion.
